In a unanimous decision handed dov/n yesterday, tlie Judicial Committee ruled that 
proposed constitutional amendments could not be sent to a referendum as- called for by a No- 
vember 3' Unofficial Meeting of the Students' Society.

The Judicial Committee had 
been petitioned by Peter Smith, 
Students' Society President, and 
Danny Trevicic, Vice-President 
for Interna) Affnirs, lo render 
nn interprétation of Articles XVI 
XVII of the Students' Society 
Constitution defining conditions' 
requisite for the holding of such 
a referendum. 

Article XVKl) stipulates that 
a meetioMÛïIÂUiev Students' So- 
ciety mîwlfBcTcaUcd specifically 
to discuss the question to be 
covered by the referendum. Art- 
icle XVni2) states that a minim- 
um of ISO people must first vote 
to send the proposed amendment 
to a referendum at an Official - 
or Unofficial Meeting of the 
Students' Society. 

It. had been contended by Trc- 
vlck that the Unofficial Meeting 
of November 3 which passed a. 
motion calling for a referendum 
160-27 could not qualify under 
Article XVKl) since it was a 
Regular Meeting called by Pres- 
ident Smith to comply with Art- 
icle XV(l) and not a meeting 
called cxpressjy to consider con- 
stitutional amendments. 



Article XV(l) obliges the Pres- 
ident to call at leasit one Regular 
Meeting In each term. 

Smith disagreed with Trcvick's 
Interpretation, claiming that the 
Unorfldnl Meeting of Octol)er 
31, which called for a referend- 
um 120-0. was convened specific- 
ally to discuss the proposed 
amendments. 

The .ludicial Committee ruled 
that "for a referendum of this 
nature to be valid, it must meet 
the provisions of Article XVII 
121 as read, together with Article 
XVI." 

In effect, tills means that the 
meeting that calls for a referend- 
um by a minimum of ISO votes 
must be the same one that Is 
called specifically to discuss the 
proposed amendments. 



The Judicial Committee ex- 
plained that the meeting of No- 
vember 3 "by chance happened 
to be.3 held 1^ three days after the 
Unofficial ':' Meeting of October 
31, 1007, and thus people spe- 
cifically Interested in the refer- 
endum had nn way of knowing 
that the referendum Issue would 
be raised and voted iipnn at that 
time since this, wn.s nol a spv- 
clfie meeting called and held to 
discuss the'qucstlon of the refer- 
endum re' amcndmcnU to the 
constitution." 

The Committee added that for 
the referendum to be held, it Is 
now only ncccssaiy that at least 
150 people so vote at "a properly 
called meeting of the Students' 
Socièty."

Speaking at a Debating Union 
meeting Bond, a former member 
of. the Student Nonviolent Coor- 
i^dinatlng Conimlltee (SNCC), 
said, "ours is the escalation of 
manpower rather than the esca- 
lation of firepower."

Speaking to some 200 students at a rally held 
by Students for a Democratic University, English 
lecturer Steven Faigelman argued that the ques- 
tion of whether or not the controversial article 
was In bnd tnstc should be decided by Vtoeifant 
versity community, that Is, by faculty iSnd^fwrS 
dents." 

In the present case Administration members 
were trying to enforce their "own particular

Kingsbury fell that this opportunity would 
not be provided solely by student participation in 
university affairs. However, he added that stu- 
dents could help bring about changes necessary 
"to get this decision-making into our classrooms."

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CIA curtails recruiting 
to keep campus peace 

WASHINGTON (CPS) - In the inferesf of "malnlalning 
a peaceful academjc atmosphere/' the Central Intelligence 
Agency has decided not id recruit on' campuses that lie near 
any of the agency's regional recruiting offices. 

A CIA spolccsman today confirmed that college and uni- 
versity placement bureaus affected arc being notified of tlie 
decision, but did not say where the agency's regional offices 
arc located. He estimated that there arc "ten or twelve" of 
them, however, presumably in the major -cities. 

The spokesman also noted that in some cases Interviews 
would be conducted in a downtown area of cities that do not 
have a CIA office. He mentioned Boston as an example, ex- 
plaining that interviews would be conducted in the federal build- 
ing there rather than on campuses in the area. 

The CIA has met with protests, some of them obstructive 
and others" not, on several campuses this fall. Among them are 
the universities of Colorado, Maryland, Iowa, and the University 
of California at Berkeley. * 

According to the CIA spokesman, the agency normally re- 
cruits at 100 campuses around the country. He added that "at 
many of tlieni we've had no trouble." 

He indicated that the disruption of CIA recruiting has been 
concentrated in certain areas of the country, mainly the east and 
west coasts. He said the agency has had almost no trouble on 
campuses in the middle west and south. 

Placpmcnt officials on campuses In" the Washington area have 
already been notified that the CIA will do its recruiting in its 
downtown office. Only one Washington area university — the 
University of Maryland — has had à protest against CIA re- 
cruiting. 

The CIA spokesman denied that the agency was succumbing 
to pressure from students who have protested CIA recruiting. 
"We don't view it in that llghl," ho said and oddcd. "One of the 
young men who called hero said SOS was calling it a victory." 
nut he denied that the change was likely to affect the agency's 
recruiting efforts. ^ 

The SDS national officCj|Ii^^C^rago.has 'not commented, of- 
ficially on the CIA's dccisîbnTBuliihîrof "the "SDS officers there 
said it should probably not be rcRnrdcd as a victory. "We want 
to stop CIA recruiting," he explained. 

The CIA may well attempt to re-instate on-campus recruiting 
on tlie campuses where it is being halted, according to tlie 
spokesman. He said that if the protests died down, "I'm sure we 
would look at it again, to sec if we could return to the cnnipus." 



Demonstrations^ riots tone 
school dosing in Oliio 

WILBERFORCE, OHIO (CPS) - Central Slate University here was officially closed today 
after d series of student demonstrations which brought Ohio Notional Guard troops onto the 
campus to restore order. 



The university was closed after 
a special meeting of the Board 
' of Trustees, and all students we- 
re urged "to leave the dormito- 
ries and proceed to their homes 
at the earliest possible time." 

Officials at ' the school said 
classes may not be resumed until 
after Thanksgiving. 

The action by the Board was 
in response to riots which grew 
out of a sit-in aimed at protect- 
ing a student who returned to 
the Central State campus Monday 
after being suspended from the 
university. When the sit-in grew 
into disorder, Ohio Governor 
James Rhodes ordered National 
Guardsmen to the area. 

The Board of Trustees said the 
school was closed "for the safety 
and welfare of the student body." 

Central State students Monday 
engaged in confrontations with 
'Sheriff's officers. Highway Pa- . 
trolmcn, and about 250 National 
Guardsmen. A clash also occurr- 
ed between students at Central 
State and Wilbcrforcc University 
across the ^ streets .Both schools 
have prcdomiiumriy Negro stu- 
dent bodies. 

About ,100 students were ar- 
rested during the demonstrations, 
and many were reported injured. 

The riots started when Michael 
Warren, 21, returned to the 
campus after being suspended. 
Police came lo the campus to 
Jirrest Warren for trespassing, 
about 300 students blocked

officers from entering the buil- 
ding where Warren was attend- 
ing classes. 

The sit-in led to a general out- 
break during which one univer- 
sity official said "the campus 
was under siege." 

When students gathered on the 
campus Monday they ignored 
police orders to disperse. She- 
riff's officers from four counties 
and about 100 Highway Patrol- 
men moved in. They were met 
at the dormitory complex by 
students hurling rocks, sticks, 
and .sections of iron pipe. When 
the outbreak occurred, about 250 
National Guardsmen were sent to 
the campus to restore order. 

After the incident with police, 
several Central State students 
went to the Wilberforce campus 



to recruit students for their 
cause. When the Wilbcrforcc 

students failed to respond, fights 
occurred between students from 
the two schools. 

The Central Stale prolcstcrs 
threatened to burn down the 
Wilbcrforcc dormitories if the 
students at the school would not 
join their demonstration. Wilbcr- 
forcc students guarded the en- 
trances to their dorms to beat 
back Central State students who 
attempted to enter. 

After hearing Central Stale 
students threaten to set Wilbcr- 
forcc dorms on fire, many Wil- 
bcrforcc students, especially 
coeds, left the campus and head- 
ed for home. However, classes

Sir George prof claims 
Quebec, Viet Nam same 

(CUP) — A Sir George Williams University professor has 
said that certain similarities exist between the struggles in 
Vietnam and Quebec. 



In the fourth of a scries of 
lectures on Viet Nam, Professor 
Lcandre Bergeron said : "Both 
are fighting for their liberation. 
Voung Québécois and young 
Vietnamese feel that they have 
been colonized. As. the Vietna- 
mese want Viet Nam for them- 
selves — not for France or- for 
the United States — so do the 
French Canadians want Quebec 
for the Québécois. 

"In Quebec, the clergy once 
provided a controlling link bet- 
ween England and the colonies. 
Today the lay bourgeois of Que- 
bec is linked to English-speaking 
Canada and to American Capital- 
ism and is not really interested 
in Quebec." 

Bergeron declared that this 
is analogous to the Saigon bour^ 
geoisic being tied to the United 
States. 

As Bergeron sees It, Confedera- 
tion, in its present form, is not 
a pact between equals, but a 
granting of limited powers and 
cultural freedom to one, Que- 
bec. 

"The radical elements in Que- 
bec want the real freedom that 
comes with economic independ- 



ence. The rest of Canada has not 
opted to reverse the trend of 
American economic domination. 
"Thcrcfore Quebec must liberate 
herself." 

He indicated that only at thai 
time would political and cultural 
independence be possible. Ber- 
geron illustrated this point by 
saying that "to speak of cultural 
independence Is eyewash-folklore. 
. In these terms Vict Nam must do 
the same thing in order to libe- 
rate herself from the . United - 
States." 

When asked where the separa- 
tist government would get its 
money, assuming that a revolu- 
tion in Québec is successful, Ber- 
geron replied that since the 
wealth of a country belongs to 
its people, Québec would only 
need to expropriate the natural 
resources which arc présçntiy 
being exploited by American in- 
terests.

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Down but not out 

Our recent experience has painfully 
proven that we cannot act too soon in initiât- 
ing the basic changes needed in the acade- 
mic community. We were well on the way 
to amending the Students' Society constitu- 
tion — the first step in the strictly student 
sector — but a procedural foul-up has pre- 
vented the necessary referendun)^^^^^ 

Whatever one's views o ^present 
situation, no one can disagree that there has 
been a total lack of leadership from our 
elected student government. Students' Coun- 
cil's only stand to dpte was a negative one 
— refusing to send delegates to the Senate 
Student Discipline Committee. 



Consequently, those who had strong 
feelings on the Administration's action had 
to act by themselves and we almost witness- 
ed two opposing student factions fighting it 
out in the front yard of the Administration 
Building. 

This type of quasi-action is to be ex- 
pected when the Students' Council is grossly 
unrepresentative of the student population 
and the jBxecutiye .is so amorphous it can- 
not fbrmulate'd' definite policy. No man in 
office today was elected specifically to deal 
with such matters and has done the neces- 
sary research to handle them effectively. 

Anothei- area in which reform has been 
contemplated but no steps taken is that 
of student-faculty-administration relations. 



With no communication avenue other than 
personal informal exchange between lead- 
ers, individual students had no way to artic- 
ulate their views. So they took to the side- 
walks and corridors and on several occa- 
sions approached yiojence. It ended, of 
course, with professlbhals being called in to 
preserve order. ■ 

A tri-partite committee has been pro- 
posed to èxamine and improve this state, 
but experience dictates it will not come into 
being (Witness Senate's indicating that com- 
mittee hearings may be opened, and the 
subsequent wash-out). Unless some method' 
is instituted for all members of the univer- 
sity to negotiate legitimately, we should ex- 
pect the same events to recur, and with 
similar odious repercussions. 

Many blunders have been made on all 
sides in the course of the current crisis. We 
must effect means to limit and prevent them 
in future. Whoever is named to serve on a 
body charged with defining inter-familial 
relations within the university cannot be al- 
lowed to bury the issues in rhetoric. 

But the student body has to see to it 
that Its own government becomes capable 
of functioning properly. The constitutional 
question must not die, although articles from 
the Realist may be slightly more interesting.

I have spent four years at 
this university reading and ob- 
serving what I personally con- 
sider to be petty politics on the 
part of the Student's Council 
and the McGiil Dally.

pective leaders - are constantly 
getting themselves into difficult 
and binding situations.': In most 
cases, these conflicts are rarely 
or unclcarly resolved — they 
get bogged down with techni- 
cal democratic procedures, grad- 
ually stagnate, and eventually 
die a natural death. Well, some 
people need a cause in life and 
derive great satisfaction -from 
personal involvement in such 
"political" ' crises — so good 
luck to them ! 

Up to now, my feelings have 
been completely neutral and 
perhaps somewhat indifferent. 
However, the current campus 
crisis directly involves EVERY 
student at McGill, and I as one, 
cannot write it off as lightly. 
To me, the contradiction is 
blatant. Suddenly, everyone is 
concerned about the printing of 
a controversial article in the 
^Dally, the majority . apparently 
being against such %h''^actidn. 
Yet where were all these same 
students when Students, Coun- 
cil elections took place? Since 
the present Council was elected 
by only a handful of members 
of the student body, (they still 
have trouble In getting a quo- 



rum for meetings), ind since 
this council in. j turn appointed 
the Editor-in-Chief of the Dally, 
one may logically conclude that 
the actions of the Daily board 
arc not in fact representative of 
the entire student body at Mc- 
Gill. For this reason, I believe 
that the administration has no 
attemativc but to step in and 
handle the present issue, to 
protect both the university and 
the majority of attending stu- 
dents. I must agree however, 
that it Is Indeed unfortunate 
that the vast majority of stu- 
dents Js apathetic towards cam- 
pus politics, and that the admi- 
nistration should have to enter 
such conflicts. The blame must 
definitely be placed upon this 
indifferent majority. Be that as 
it may, since this is the case 
at hand, the only logical body 
remaining to protect McGlll's 
public image and its future is 
the administration. 

I condemn that small faction 
of students purporting to re- 
present the entire student body, . 
even though they may consti- 
tute a large percentage of the 
"voting" population. Further- 
more, their actions have been 
disgraceful and intolerable, es- 
pecially when they degenerated 
to crimiiial offenses. 

Nevertheless, I must add I 
was also rather disappointed 
that such prominent and res- 
pected men as the Principal, 
Vice-Principal, Dean of Stu- 
dents, and Dean of the Law 
Faculty had to descend to the 
level of those few extremists, 
by almost begging them to 
leave the Principal's' office. 
These students outrightly vio- 
lated the law and the adminis- 
tration should^. have called In 
the proper authorities, pressed 
charges, and seen to It that they 
were dealt with accordingly.

ample, in past Issues, he ran an article im- 
plicating the CIA In the murder of US Block 
Muslim leader Malcolm X,- and another re- 
vealing, that the United States maintains six 
concentration camps to be used in a crisis 
for' containment of "enemies of the state". 

He feels the dividing line between satire 
and fact has narrowed extremely. Satire in 
the Realist is often accepted as fact because 
life has begun to parody itself, says Krassner. 

His critics accuse him of irreverence and 
bod taste. He thinks taste is extremely sub- 
jective and soys in his defence, "When I be- 
come unaware Ithdt civilization is sick, then 
I myself beconie part of its sickness". Anyone 
with a cause amuses him} he dislikes self- 
righteousness or pomposity. 

When invited to Montreal this summer 
to take^|^^^^a:;Youth Pavilion symposium 
on hlppies^Krauner created a scandal of 
sorts when'. h'e^et' fire to his draft cord on 
the site. .Actually it was a Xerox copy that 
he burned — he saves the original as ident- 
ification to get him across the border. 

Makes little money 

Krassner takes no salary from the Realist. 
He earns his living as a columnist for Cava- 
lier magazine. Society Editor for Ramparts, 
and from royalties, If any, from his 1961 
book, Impolite Interviews. 

He intends to keep publishing the Realist 
until It stops being fun. In nine years of 
- publication, he has never been convicted of 
libel -or obscenity and never hod the Realist 
stopped by the US Post Office. 

He likes America because he realizes that 
in very few other societies would he be al- 
lowed this kind of freedom. You see, he's a 
realist.

AMI Canada . is a Canadian 
organization started in 1063 by 
several young people who had 
talten pari in work-travel sche- 
mes in Israeli kibbutzim. Dis- 
turbed tliat Canada had few 
travel exchange programs for 
young people, they decided to 
build an operational plan for 
inexpensive travel, based on 



the many existent organizations 
for youth exchange in Europe. 

Last year, the Canadian^q^ 
crnmcnt spent $200^0()0*'fbr 
youth exchange. This year, due 
to pressure from AMI, the bud- 
get increased to $1.5 million. 

AMI (in English, World 
Friendship among Youth) or- 
ganizes travel exchange prog- 



rams for anyone from 16 to 35 
years old. It follows the kibbul?.- 
oriented "work and tour" form- 
ula, which has two advantages 
— it drastically .reduces the 
price of transportation and liv- 
ing expenses, and allows the 
participant to gain a deeper 
knowledge of the country by 
working with its young inhabi- 
tants.

Guidance Service 
'relatively unknown"

Deep in the recesses of the Stewart 
Biology^Bidlding, a small group of men 
and woinen are working in near obscur- 
ity in Room N 7/2. the headquarters of 
the McGill Vocational Guidance Ser- 
vice. 

Assistant Director Martin Schaefcr says, with admirable 
understatement, that the Service is "fairly unknown", despite 
the fact that it has been in existence for about twelve years, 
and is headed by Dr. E.C. Webster, Director of the Applied 
Psychology Centre. 

The primary function of the Service is to provide free, 
confidential aptitude and interest tests for students who arc 
undecided about career and/ or educational goals. It operates 
under a rcfcrral-by-faculty system which serves the twofold 
purpose of promoting student-faculty relations, and getting 
the troubled student to seek qualified help. However, students 
often "walk-in" without a faculty referral and arc able to 
gain assistance from the Guidance staff. "Walk-ins" arc espe- 
cially prevalent during the summer and about this time of year. 

Comprehensive tests 

The usual procedure followed with a prospective .subject 
is a personal interview lasting approximatively forty-five minu- 
tes, after which the intcrvewer decides whether the Guidance 
Service can help with the problem. If so, a program of testing 
and discussion is set up, which normally requires a total of 
nine to thirteen hours. The tests arc administered by Miss 
Smith, the staff member with the surrealist title of psychotech- 
niclan. The tests measure interest, verbal ability, abstract 
reasoning, concept mastery, reading, personality and IQ. All 
the tests, which arc periodically rc-cvaluatcd, arc based on 
norms established by McGllI students. 

An important point brought out by Mr. Schaefer is that, 
"testing is a tool, not a crutch," and a very important tool. 
According to another member of the Psychology department, 
Dr. Marcel Goldschmidt, testing for vocational interest and 
.il)ility is "a very crucial area. My impression has been that 
people by and large Just stumble into their careers; their 
reasons are not clear, even to themselves. That's strange when 
you consider that we spend most of our lives at work." 

Psychologically speaking, reinforcement for the Guidance 
staff comes infrequently, since, as Mr. Schaefer say.<;, "follow-up 
atetnpls often run amuck". The eventual results of the counsell- 
ing arc difficult toVascertain, but the occasional thank-you 
note does find its way into the office. 



Dr. Goldschmidt provides a convincing caso'for the conti- 
nuation of the Service when he say's, "follow-up studies done 
eighteen years latur on people involved: In vocational testing 
have revealed that 80% of the people tested were doing work 
that they had shown an aptitude for and interest in." ' 

Many would-be subjects may have been led astray by the 
title Vocational Guidance Service, something of a misnomer. 

"The Service actually handles everything from career 
questions to marriage counselling," says Mr. Schaefer, although 
students with very .severe personal or social problems arc 
referred to tlio Mental Health Service. - 

So, if you're a general BA student who dreads the thought 
of deciding what to do after graduation or an engineer who 
wonders whether or not he'd be better off as a lawyer, drop 
by the Seventh floor of the Stewart Building. You have nothing 

to lose.

Bond said that , In addition to 
the riglit to vote the rights to 
participate in planning political 
platforms and prc-voting proce- 
dures were equally important. 

To practice thrse righls a 
group set ■ up the Mississippi 
Freedom Democratic Parly. 
This..parly, however, was rebuff- 
ed by the National and Mississip- 
pi Democrats, and so decided to 
"outdcmocrat the Democrats". 



Bond Indicated that there arc 
several ways the Negro might 
improve his conditions. He said 
"the US whiles must be forced 
by pressure to grant the Negro 
equal rights. Since the' Negroes 
arc^aj.niinorily, they must make 
alllahccs'^and' avoid marriage to 
any political parly. They must 
never forget race consciousness." 

When asked to comment on 
the Vict Nam war Bond said, 
"I feel strongly about the war 
In Vict Nam but I am not about 
to spend all my time or most 
of it in protest. I am more inte- 
rested in progrcfsing in domestic 
problem, immediate problems 
facing us at home. 

"I believe in nonviolence," said 
Bond, "but things have not been 
done correctly in this country 
and they must be improved.
